ny man,in whoin it1s, tobee of 
this diſpoſition and minde,that 
if there were no conſcience to 
accuſe, no diuell to terrifie, no 
indge toarraigne & condemne, 
no hell to torment , yet would 
he bee humbled and brought on 
his knees for his fivnes. becauſe

Neither 1s this to trouvic 
any, that they cannot knovy all 
their ſianes : for found rep<n- 
tance for one ſpectull fine, 
bringeth with 1t repentance of 
all finnce.

 fromaCtual finne, buta!ſo vic all ) 
meanes whereby they may both } 
weaken and ſupprefſe the cor- 
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ruptionof nature. Chirurgions 
when they muſt cut off any part 
of the body, vic tolay vlaiſters 
to.it to mortifie 1t ; that being 
without ſenſe & feeling, itmay 
bee cutoff with lefle paine: In 
the ſame manner we areto vſe 
all helpes and remedies preſcri- - 
bed inthe word, which ſerue to. 
. weaken or kill fin, thatin death 
it may be aboliſhed.

Secondly,the man regenerate 

cannot ſinne in what manner he 
| would ; 
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ould:and therebe two reaſons 
thereof, Firſt, he cannot ſinne 
with full conſent or will , or with 
allhis heart: becauſe the will ſo 
far forth as 1tis regenerate, reſt- 
e&th and draweth backe ; yea, 
2uen then when a man 1s carri- 
d headlong by the paſsions of 
he fleſh , heefeeleth ſome con- 
trary motions of a regenerate 
conſcience. It isa true rule,thar 
ſinne doth not reigne in the re- 
penerate. For ſo muchgrace as 
s wrought inthe mind, will, af. 
feRions: ſo muchis abated-pro- 
portionally of: the ſtrength of 
the fleſh. Wherefore when he 
commits any ſinne, hee doth it 
partly willingly , and-partly a- 
vainſt his will. As themariners 
in the tempeſt, caſt 7onas into 
the ſea willingly : for elſe they 
had not done it : and yet againſt 
their wils too; which v_—_ 
O- 
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becauſs they prayed , and caft 
their goods. out of the ſhippe, 
and labcured in the rowing 3. 
gainſt the tempeſt, andrthat vc. 
ry. long before they caſt hin 
out.. And herein lies the diff. 
rence betweene two men com- 
mitting one and the ſame ſinne, 
the one of them being regene- 
rate, the other vnregenerate, 
For the latter finnes wtth all his 
heart and with full confent, and 
ſo doth not the firſt. Secondly; 
though hee fall into any finne; 
yet he doth not helong init, bu 
ſpeedily recouers himſclfe , by 
reaſon of grace 1n his heart. 

- Hence ut is manifeſt , that ſin 
of infirmutie are committed ones 
ly of ſuchas are regenerate.
